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This message was given on 1 1 May 2013 at FEM's Celebration Rally.

Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved" (Acts 
4:11-12). 

Introduction 

The world abounds with notions 
about the nature, purpose and 
existence of humanity, and it is 
almost true to say that there are 
as many philosophies as there are 
people. The fact is that the name of 
Jesus Christ is rarely promoted as the 
remedy for man's ills and problems. 
Even if He is mentioned, it is usually 
only to ridicule Christianity as a 
redundant religion. The truths of the 
Bible are hardly ever explored when 
people discuss eternal life, yet the Lord 
is the "Judge of the quick and the 
dead" (2 Timothy 4:1) and His way is 
the exclusive path to Heaven. 

This wilful ignorance is not new, instead 
it is as ancient as the earth itself. Ever 
since Satan tempted Eve in the Garden 
of Eden, mankind has endeavoured to 
find alternative pathways to God or 
eternal truth. In doing so, and since they 
are seeking for answers outside of 
God's will, they are lost in spiritual 
blindness and sin. Adam and Eve knew 
the right way, but chose to go in another 
direction. Cain knew it too, yet being 



bothered by its exclusivity, he tried to 
silence the truth by killing his brother, 
the preacher of righteousness in his 
day. Throughout their wilderness 
wanderings the Israelites continued to 
rebel against God, and things did not 
improve much after they inherited the 
Promised Land. In Jesus' day the 
Hebrews, Greeks and Romans had 
their own versions of what they believed 
was the road to God. The vast array of 
religions and philosophies today is 
evidence that the rebellion against the 
true way still exists. Their answers will 
only lead them to destruction and 
damnation. Jesus said, "I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man 
cometh unto the Father, but by 
me" (John 14:6). Rather than making 
the path mysterious, God plainly points 
man in the right direction. 

The Way 

"The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: who 
can know it?" (Jeremiah 17:9). How 
can man find the way if he does not 
even know the condition of his own 
heart? "There is a way that seemeth 
right unto a man, but the end thereof 
are the ways of death" (Proverbs 
16:25). The fact is, the majority of 
mankind are not really into holiness and 
godliness. It needed God to step into 
our lives to personally redirect us 
towards Heaven. He did not use an 
earthly priest, prophet or king to call us 
to redemption, instead He sent 
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someone who was perfectly all three, He 
sent His Son to show us the way. "But 
when the fulness of the time was 
come, God sent forth his Son, made of 
a woman, made under the law, To 
redeem them that were under the law, 
that we might receive the adoption of 
sons" (Galatians 4:4-5). 

The "way" was then clearly 
re-established and signposted on the 
cross. The law demanded the correct 
sacrifice for sin, something fallen man 
was unable to provide. The sacrifice 
both signified man's inability and God's 
ability. It was not meant to be a means to 
an end, but instead pointed to the 
Redeemer who would come 
to save all who accepted 
Him by faith alone. As the 
lamb took the place of the 
sinner, so Christ took upon 
Himself the sin of all 
humanity. There was no 
other way to eternally save 
man from sin. The "way" is not a list of 
religious requirements which console the 
wicked heart of man, instead it is a 
glorious encounter with the thrice holy 
God. He made the "way" possible and 
simply says, 'This is the way, walk ye 
in It" (Isaiah 30:21). 

Oh, the love so full and free 

That the Lord bestowed on me, 

When He bade me 

come to my Heavenly home 
By the way of redeeming love. 

The Truth 

The raw value of the elements and 
chemicals which make up our body is 
estimated to be no more than £3.50. 
What worthwhile thing can you buy today 
for such a sum? That pitiful amount does 
not even cover the price of a decent 
lunch. Therefore it is not material the 
body or possessions that are of the

highest value in life. Think about it, that 
priceless masterpiece is worth more than 
the cost of the canvas and paint. As we 
examine our place before God, we have 
to recognise His greatness and our own 
worthlessness. "The fear of the LORD 
is the beginning of 
knowledge" (Proverbs 1:7). It is at this 
point, if we are willing to submit to His 
sovereignty, that we begin to understand 
that we are not what we think ourselves 
to be. Only when we appreciate this truth 
will we grasp the wonder of God's mercy 
and love. 

This is the beginning of the way of 
godliness, humility and faith. The apostle 
John understood this 
concept very well. 
"Behold, what manner of 
love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that 
we should be called the 
sons of God" (1 John 3:1). 
Bildad the Shuite was 
correct when he asked, "How then can 
man be justified with God? or how can 
he be clean that is born of a woman? 
Behold even to the moon, and it 
shineth not; yea, the stars are not 
pure in his sight. How much less man, 
that is a worm? and the son of man, 
which is a worm?" (Job 25:4-6). It does 
not matter what philosophers and 
religionists say, mankind does not have a 
leg to stand on before God. No matter 
how persistently he tries, he will not find 
another truth that leads to eternal life. 
The people at the Tower of Babel thought 
that they had found the way to 
experience the highest revelation, but 
God stepped down from Heaven and 
dashed their dreams to pieces. Only the 
truth which is in Christ Jesus can set the 
sinner free. "And ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you 
free ... If the Son therefore shall make 
you free, ye shall be free indeed" (John 
8:32, 36).

The Life 

The reality is that man is in a desperate 
need of a Saviour, something, that with 
all his ingenuity, he cannot provide for 
himself. This is where Jesus makes all 
the difference. Only His own lifeblood 
can redeem us and give us eternal life.

me" (Galatians 2:20). Christ Himself "is 
our life" (Colossians 3:4). 

Look upon Jesus, sinless is He;

Cover with His life, whiter than snow. 

Conclusion 

Jesus is "the way, the truth, and the 
life", therefore we ought to daily cling to 
Him alone. It is of Him we tell the world 
lost in sin. We point sinners to none 
other but He. Not to a church, a 
preacher or some organisation, but to 
Christ. We teach them that He is not a 
ticket to Heaven, but the Way that leads 
there, the very Truth that sets them 
free, and the Life that thoroughly 
transforms their daily lives. We have 
nothing else to talk about, for there is 
"none other" way to be saved.

God is a covenant keeping God. 
We learn this from the holy 
scriptures.

The Noahic 
covenant is an unconditional covenant . 
God promises that however bad 
mankind would become, He would 
never destroy the earth by flood again. 
This covenant is still in force today. It is 
made by God and addressed to all 
flesh. 

The covenant was sealed with the sign 
of a rainbow. This for all generations 
would be the sign, the token, of the 
Noahic covenant. Considering this 
promise, we realise that God would 
preserve the world, and the 
generations after Noah. This for one 
distinct reason, that is, so the 
Redeemer could and would come. 
We should however realise that this 
world is not destined to worldwide flood, 
but fire! 

This to is outlined in scripture in 2 Peter 
3:10 , "But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements 



shall melt with fervent heat, the earth 
also and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up." 

We also know, thankfully, that God will 
create all things new at the end of time. 
(Revelation 20:9 and 21:1.) 
So what can we learn from this Noahic 
covenant? We see every time a rainbow 
appears, God's promise. In reality it is a 
sign of love. God would preserve the 
earth and its inhabitants, so that the 
Redeemer would be able to come. 
Also we should remember that before 
the earth is burned up in fervent heat, 
the Redeemer, Jesus, will come again. 

So next time you see the rainbow, 
remember it is a sign of grace and love. 

But also we should be reflective. We 
remember that the wickedness on earth 
was so bad, that apart from Noah's 
family, and the saving of some animals, 
all things were destroyed. The Bible 
teaches us that when Noah left the ark, 
his burnt offerings on the altar, were a 
sweet savour to the Lord, (Genesis 
8:20-21.) 

In a rainbow we see the beauty of God's 
creative work. A beautiful arch of red, 
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orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo and 
violet. Next time you see one, 



remember God's promise to Noah, and 
to us, and aren't we thankful for it!

Speaking for the motion to bring 
in homosexual marriage, David 
Cameron declared his support 
for this measure, because he is 
'a passionate supporter of marriage' 
and does not want to see this institution 
denied to homosexuals. But marriage 
by definition is a relationship between a 
man and woman. Jesus said: "Have you 
not read that He who made them at the 
beginning 'made them male and 
female,' and said, 'For this reason a 
man shall leave his father and mother 
and be joined to his wife, and the two 
shall become one flesh'? So then, they 
are no longer two but one flesh. 
Therefore what God has joined 
together, let not man separate." 



Matthew 19.4-6. Therefore no matter 
what laws the government brings in, 
from the biblical view, it will always be 
denied to homosexuals. 
The government has said it will protect 
churches that do not wish to carry out 
homosexual marriages and will make it 
illegal for homosexual marriages to be 
conducted in the Church of England. 
However the Coalition for Marriage said 
this could be challenged in the 
European Court of Human Rights. It has 
also been pointed out that the current 
law requires schools to teach children 
about the importance of marriage. If 
marriage is given a new definition it will 
be endorsed in schools. According to 
expert legal advice any teacher who 
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fails to endorse same sex marriage in 
the classroom could be dismissed. 
Already supporters of homosexual 
marriage are recommending books for 
use in schools, which undermine 
traditional marriage and call on schools 
to get children to act out homosexual 
weddings. 

Jesus said that one of the signs of His 
return is an increase in wickedness: 
'because lawlessness will abound, the 
love of many will grow cold.' Matthew 
24.12. He also said it would be 'as in 
the days of Noah' and 'the days of Lot' 
before His return. In the days of Noah 
we read how the earth was filled with 
violence, and every imagination of the 



heart of man was only evil continually 
(Genesis 6). We read of Lot living in 
Sodom, where sexual depravity and 
homosexuality ruled the conduct of 
people. Lot was 'who was oppressed by 
the filthy conduct of the wicked (for that 
righteous man, dwelling among them, 
tormented his righteous soul from day 
to day by seeing and hearing their 
lawless deeds).' (2 Peter 2.7-8). This is 
happening all over the world.
